Sawdust in th» Industries. 


The h«?uvlest sawdust Is that obtain- 


ed from ebony. It is black in color, al- 
though there are traces of tiny white 
fibers. The ebony is not a large tree, 
and its wood is not black through and 
through; the sapwood is white. It Is 
particles of the sapwood that appear 
in the ebony sawdust, mingled In the 
sawing, but to the average eye, except 
on very close inspection, the ebony 
sawdust appear? black. Holly fur- 
nished the whitest of sawdusts. This 
sawdust is made into n very fine pulp 
form, is used for floor material and 
enters Into the composition of certain 
grades of wallpaper.

about eight miles east of Noyon. 


The Noyon area was included with- 


n the field of the German offensive 
n March, when the French establish- 
ed new lines along the Oisne and the 
Oisue canal to the east and southwest 
5f that town after being driven back 
elow St. Quentin. Te German drive 
lown the Oise valley toward Paris 
vas then checked. 
The present of- 


ensive movement here suggests the 
possibility of its resumption. 


The advance in the center has now 


rought the Germans within two 
niles of the Mferne at one point, 
'aris dispatches report. The wedge 
lere appears increasingly 
narrow, 


however, and on its flanks below 
Joissons and Rheims the enemy is 
'eported firmly held. 


The French war office announces 


lie breaking down of enemy attacks 
n the Soissons area and to the south, 
vhile on the allied right the line ex- 
ending 
northeastward 
toward 


Rheims from the neighborhood of 


ezilly appears virtually unchanged, 
he Germans failing in all their ef- 
orts to win ground. 


The energetic defense on the right 


ving is exemplified by the fighting 
at 
Thillois, three miles east of 


Rheims, where the Germans entered 
he town only to he driven out by a 
Trench counter-attack. 


IBy such resistance the safety of 


Iheims is momentarily safeguarded, 
but observeis of the operations view 
ts ultimate fall as apparently inevit- 
able. 


The probability of German pene- 


ration right up to the banks of the 
Vlarne in the center of the advance 
s likewise indicated in the news 
dispatches, which mention the near- 
approach of the Germans to "Chateau 
Thierry and Dirmans, both of which 
owns are on the Marne river. The 
civilian population has left Chateau 
Thierry and some of the refugees 
:rom it have already passed through 
Paris for the interior. 


On the British front the Germans 


are active with their artillery east 
of Amiens and in the Albert region 
to the north as well as on portions 
of the Flanders front, but no infan- 
try movements of note are reported. 


In the Toul sector on the French 


:ront the Americans have carried out 
a successful raid. 


Baffled in their efforts to strike 


eastward and westward from the new 
salient in the allies lines, the Ger- 
mans are. attempting to reach the 
Marne with their heavy forces be- 
fore the allies 
resistance becomes 


strong enough to hold them entirely. 
In the center, 
however, the enemy 


progress is slackening as the allied 
reserves are being thrown into the 
battle. 


Heavy fighting continues all along 


the arc-shaped salient from Soissons 
to Rheims.

original base along the Ailette. 


Paris and London view the situa- 


tion more favorably and in neither 
capital is there fear that the Ger- 
man offensive will become as a seri- 
ous menace to the allied defensive as 
the original onslaught in March. 


Although the German salient is 


about 18 miles deep at the center, 
Paris is not much nearer nor has 
the enemy advance yet affected the 
allied lines eastward from Montdi- 
dier. 
In fact, the Germans would 


be a in dangerous position should 
General Foch strike eastward along 
the Aisne from Soissons. This may 
be the purpose of the allied strategy 
in holding strongly on the flanks as 
the Germans get deeper and deeper 
into the pocket toward the Marne. 


The aerial activity over the terri- 


tory of the German advance is most 
intense and French 
airmen 
have 


dropped many tons of bombs on ene- 
my targets in addition to bringing 
down nineteen German machines. 


Berlin claims the capture of much

others, in two rooms which will ac- 
commodate from 50 to 80 little chil- 
dren

John Lawyer, who has had the paint- 
ing contract, is now putting the finish- 
ing strokes on the organ pipes, which 
will be up in a few days.

Wilson has appealed to Americans 
"to buy only those thlius which are 
essential to the individual health and 
efficiency." and to volunteer on or 
before June 28, National Thrift day, 
to invest systematically in war sav- 
ings- and thrift stamps. 
"This war is one of nations—not 


of armies." said the president, "and 
all of our 100,000.000 people must be 
economically and industrially adjust- 
ed to war conditions if this nation is 
to play its full part in the conflict. 


"The problem' before us^is not pri- 


maiily a financial problem, but rath- 
er a problem of increased production 
of war essentials and the saving of 
the materials and the labor necessary 
for tri*e support and equipment of our 
army and navy. 


"Thoughtless 
expenditure 
of 


money for nonessentials uses up the 
labor of men. the products ot the 
farms, mines and factories and over- 
burdens transportation, all of which 
must be used to the utmost and at 
the best for war purposes. 


"The great results which we seek 


can be obtained only by the paitici- 
pation of every member of the na- 
tion, young and old. in a national 
concerted thrift movement. I, there- 
fore, urge that our people everywhere 
pledge themselves, as suggested by 
the secretary of the treasury, to the 
practice of thrift; to serve the gov- 
ernment to their utmost in increas- 
ing production in all fields necessary 
tcT the winning of the war; to con- 
serve food and fuel and useful mater- 
ials of every kind; to devote their 
labor only to the most necessary 


tasks; and to buy only those things 
which are essential to individual 
health and efficiency; and that the 
people, as evidence of their loyalty, 
invest all that they can save in liber- 
ty bonds and war savings stamps. 


"The 
securities issued 
by the 


treasuiy department are so many of 
them within the reach of everyone 
that the door of opportunity in this 
matter is wide open to all of us. To 
practice thrift in peace times is a vir- 
tue and brings great benefit to the 
individual at all times; with the des- 
perate nee dof the civilized world to- 
day for mateiials and labor with 
which to end the war. the practice ot 
individual thrift is a patriotic duty 
and a necessity. 


•*I appeal to all who now own 


either liberty bonds or war savings 
stamps to continue to practice econ- 
omy and thrift and to appeal to all 
who do not own government securi- 
ties to do likewise and purchase 
them to the extent of their means. 
The man who buys government secur- 
ities transfers the purchasing power 
of his money to the United States 
government until after this war, and 
to that same degree does not buy in 
competition with the government. 


"I earnestly appeal to every man, 


woman and child to pledge them- 
selves on or before the 2Sth of June 
to save constantly and to buy as reg- 
ularly as possible the securities of 
the government; and to do this as far 
as possible through membership in 
war savings societies. 
The 28th of 


June ends the special period of en- 
listment in the great volunteer army 
of production and saving here at 
home. May there is none unenlisted 
on that day."

Any man who is physically fit ought 
to be allowed to enlist if he so de- 
sires. 
There are hundreds of thou- 


sands of men over 40 who would do 
splendid service if allowed to volun- 
teer, and for every man employed in 
the positions which these older men 
could fill it would mean a younger 
man available for the front.

That Argentina as a republic with 


a Constitution dates from 1853? The 
document was revised in 186C and 
1898. 
The President is elected for 


six years by electors appointed by the 
fourteen provinces 
The 
National 


Congress consists of thirty Senators 
and one hundred and twenty mem- 
bers of the House of Deputies. 
The 


Senators serve for six years, 
the 


Deputies for four years. 
There are 


fourteen Provinces, ten Territories, 
and the Federal District of Buenos 
Ayres.. The governors of the Prov- 
inces are elected by the people for 
not less than 
three 
years. 
Each 


Province has its own Legislature. 
Military service is compulsory be- 
tween the twentieth and forty-fifth 
years. There are five military dis-
